Ancient Aachen— Doomed to Be Ruined

Sudden End Possible 
While the general regards a sud­

The threat of the Red »rmy 
in the east and the Allied army on 
G erm an soil in the west can have 
no effect on the leaders who face 
the lass of everything, once they 
adm it defeat, in Eisenhower's opin­ 
ion.

“I have every confidence hi .he 
peoples of the United States, Great 
B rito n , France and all the United 
Nations to see th is war through 
to final Victory, and as long as they 
will see it through, I know th at the
